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LEGISLATION — A COOPERATIVE EFFORT 


DOCUMENTATION 


Federal and provincial Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods legislation has been enacted and the Regula- 
tions have been recently published. The purpose of 
the legislation is to promote public safety in the 
transportation of dangerous goods. This legislation is 
the result of an intense, cooperative effort among the 
federal, provincial and territorial governments as well 
as the industry affected. As responsibility for control- 
ling and regulating transportation is shared, the 
federal, provincial and territorial governments are 
working together to ensure that dangerous goods 
requirements are uniform across the country and 
apply to all modes of transport — air, marine, rail and 
road. 


This brochure is the fourth in a series of five 
designed to introduce aspects of the new regula- 
tions. It provides an outline of the information 
required on a shipping document that must accom- 
pany a consignment of dangerous goods. 


DOCUMENTATION — SOMETHING WORTH 


WRITING ABOUT 


Proper information on a shipping document helps 
ensure the safe handling and transporting of 
dangerous goods and provides invaluable information 
to those who may have to deal with any dangerous 
occurrence or accident involving the dangerous 
goods. 


It is the responsibility of the Consignor to ensure the 
shipping document contains all the required informa- 
tion in the order specified, is signed, is accom- 
panied by any other required documents or certifi- 
cates and is given to the initial carrier. 


It is the responsibility of the carrier to ensure the 
document accompanies the consignment of danger- 
ous goods and is kept in a location prescribed by 
the regulations and is passed with the goods to any 
subsequent carrier or to the consignee. 


À consignment of dangerous goods must always be 
accompanied by all required documents, properly 
completed and located. Each time the consignment 
is transferred, in part or whole, from one to another 
person’s charge, management or control, a copy of 
all properly completed documents must be given with 
the consignment, to the receiver. If the consignment 
is divided during its journey it is the responsibility of 
the person who has the charge, management or con- 
trol of the consignment to amend the shipping. docu- 
ments as prescribed by the regulations. 


A unique shipping document identification number 
must be used for each consignment of dangerous 
goods except in those situations allowed for in the 
regulations. If the consignment is a mix of dangerous 
and non-dangerous goods, a single shipping docu- 
ment may be used provided it is completed in the 
manner prescribed by the regulations. The shipping 
document may be any form of document except for 
shipments by air or shipments of hazardous wastes 
where specified documents must be used. 


DOCUMENTATION — INFORMATION 


The consignor must refer to the regulations to 
ensure he or she is aware of all the information 
required for the shipping documents is on a shipping 
document. The following is a general outline of the 
information required for dangerous goods consign- 
ments other than hazardous wastes: 


e the name and address of the consignor and 
consignee; 


e the name of the initial carrier and the serial 
number of the transport unit into which the 
dangerous goods are to be loaded: 


e a description of the dangerous goods including: 


— the shipping name and, in certain instances, the 
technical name and other required information; 


— the primary classification of the dangerous 
goods and if the goods are Class | — 
Explosives, the compatibility letter or letter 
group, | 


— every subsidiary classification; 
— the Product Identification Number (PIN); and 


— any additional descriptive information required 
by the regulations for certain products, 
classes or modes of transport; 


e the packing group; 


e for certain dangerous goods and in certain cir- 
cumstances specified in the regulations the 
words “Summary of emergency response plan” 
followed by the telephone number that can acti- 
vate the plan; 


e the total mass or volume and the number of 
packages where applicable; 


e a 24-hour emergency telephone number where 
the consignor or manufacturer may be reached or 
CANUTEC’s telephone number if the consignor 
has filed emergency information with CANUTEC. 
(Canadian Transport Emergency Centre 
(613) 996-6666); 


e the placard(s) required; 


e the numbers and letters that identify any appli- 
cable protective direction; and 


e the numbers and letters that identify any appli- 
cable permit. 


DOCUMENTATION — SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS 


When shipping dangerous goods by air, the ICAO 
Shipper’s Declaration for Dangerous Goods must 


be used and must contain all the information required 
under the TDG regulations as well as any information 
required by the ICAO Technical Instructions. 


Certain products or classes of dangerous goods, 
(such as radioactive material, explosives, some 
organic peroxides), require specific or additional 
information on the shipping document. The regula- 
tions must be consulted to verify the information 
required appears. 


DOCUMENTATION — 


When the dangerous goods are consumer commod- 
ities, the shipping document need.only contain the 
shipping name of the product followed by the words 
“Consumer Commodity”, the classification of the 
dangerous goods and the quantity that is being 
transported. 


A shipping document for substances eligible for the 
exemptions granted to limited quantities of some 
dangerous goods that are to be transported by rail or 
road need only contain the shipping name, primary | 
and subsidiary classification, the Product Identifica- 
tion Number and the words “Limited Quantity” or 
“Ltd. Qty.”, the name and address of the consignor 
and consignee and, if required, the flash point of the 
product in the consignment with the lowest flash 
point. 


A shipping document with all the required information 
must also be completed and accompany packages, 
containers or vehicles which have been emptied but 
not cleaned or purged of all residues of dangerous 
goods. In such cases the document is overmarked 
“Empty, last contained,” in such a way that the 
Original shipping information is still legible. 


OTHER DOCUMENTS 


Certificates or other documents are required for cer- 
tain classes of dangerous goods and certain modes 
of transport under specific circumstances. Some 
examples of these additional documents are the 


Emergency Response Form for rail consignments, 
Explosives Vehicle Certificate and Package Approval 
Certificate for radioactive material. The regulations 


should be consulted for fuller information. 


lf a permit or protective direction has been issued 

pursuant to the consignment, a copy of that permit 
or direction must, in some cases, accompany the 

shipping document. 


DOCUMENTATION — WASTE MANIFEST 


For the transport of hazardous wastes, the Waste 
Manifest must be used. A pamphlet on the manifest 
and how to complete it is available from the federal 
and provincial Departments of the Environment 
except in the Northwest Territories where it is 
available from the Department of Renewable 
Resources; in the Yukon, from the Department of 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs; and in Prince 
Edward Island, from the Department of Community 
Affairs. 


Copies of the Federal Act and Regulations are 
available through the Canadian Government 
Publishing Centre, Supply and Services Canada, 
Ottawa, Ontario, K1A OS9, or their local represen- 
tatives. They are also available on microfiche. There 
is a charge for copies of the legislation in either 
form.
